IT IS THE FOURTH TIME

All the Cars Except Pullman and Buffet

Left the Rails, But No One ..

Was Hurt Saturday
.'. Night.' ;

Jonesvilie, March 11. The- Kew En-

gland States limited, the Central Ver-

mont's Xo. 3 express was derailed here
Saturday evening while bowling along
at an estimated speed of . forty-fiv- e

miles an hour, The engine and the first
four cars left the rails but maintained
their equilibrium and owing to the ice
and frozen ground between the ties the
customary jolting which accompanies
acidvnts of this kind was entirely lack-

ing. Pasengers hardly noticed what was
happening aide from the rapid, stop
made by setting the emergency brakes.
No one was injured.. The rear Pullman
and buffet cars remained on the rails.

A journal box on the locomotive was
found broken but this I not believed
to have caused the accident and rail-
road men are in a quandary as to just
what the real cause was. The reported
spreading of the rail is not borne out
by an examination of the track. ,

The wrecking train came down from
St. Albans and put the derailed equip-
ment back on the iron. An exchange of
engines was made and No. 3 xtarted
north hauled by the locomotive of the
wrecker, the limited' engine proceeding
with the. wrecking train.

The accident delayed the train here
over euAt hours.

This is the fourth time within a few-year-s

that this train has lreen wrecked
at this point.

In Order to Get New Hampsire Prison-
ers to Woodsviile.

Lebanon. N. II.,--' March 11-- To get
prisoners to the Grafton county jail at
Woodsviile, the easiest and quickest May
for the oflicial. of towns in the southern
portion of the county is to go via Wliito
River Junction, Vt. over the Passuropsic
division of the Boston & Maine railroad
to Wells river, and then aeros the river
to Woodsviile.

This involves carrying prisoners out of
the state and, as a consequence way be
seen almost daily, a proceeding which
has not its equal elsewhere in the United
States.

I'p to the present time no prisoner
has ever taken advantage of his- - rights
and refused Co proceed farther in the
custody of a New Hampshire officer on
the soil of Vermont. The odicers'do noti
dare take the ri-- k with prisoners accused
ot serious crimes.

When the otliceis are afraid to take
men ;.o Woodsville, by way of White
River Junction, it is necessary to go
via Franklin and Tiltoti, and then over
the Whit a Mountain division of the Bos-
ton &. Main railroad to the jail town,
a route that consumes tho better part
of a day each way.

When the murderer A liny was re-

moved from Hanover to Manchester jail
the officers did not dare to take advan-

tage of the railroad in Vermont, so his
cot was placed in an express wagon and
driven to Lebanon, where the train was
taken to Manchester, without going, out
of New Hampshire.

The custo-- n is a peculiar one, and it
will probably continued until some
unfortunate officer attempts to carry out
the arrangement with a prisoner who
knows his rights, when serious complica-
tions are likely to result.
